CARLTON, Ga. (#—Fire swept 
away the family home of Miss 
Rose Johnson, 67, but her savings 
of some $150,000 were recovered 
through what Police Chief E. D.

The chief explained that the 
lifetime accumulation of the el- 
derly spinster including some $600 
in silver half dollars was stored 
in a closet next to her bedroom. 


The flames breaking out about 
noon Sunday swept so rapidly 
through the six-room frame home 
in the heart of this Madison Coun- 
ty town in northeast Georgia that 
she had no time to bring out her 
treasure trove.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Eisenhower administration Mon- 
day formally unveiled a five-year 
program of federal school aid, 
aimed at helping to provide five 
billion dollars worth of facilities. 


The program was presented by 
Arthur S. Flemming, secretary of 
health, education and welfare, as 
on2 that would help needy school 
districts and institutions of higher 
learning without pushing Presi- 
oe 4 Eisenhower's budget into the 
red. 


Flemming disputed advance 
criticism by Sen. James Murray 
(D-Mont), chairman of the Sen- 
ate Education subcommittee, that 
the administration plan is aimed

students and teachers. 


The secretary told a news con- 
ference that under the new bill, 
school districts urgently in need 
of schools could get federal aid 
amounting to half the cost of 
bonds and interest incurred to 
build schools. 


He figured this would make it 
possible to begin three billion dol- 
lars worth of construction during 
the next five years in money-short 
.communities. 


5 BILLION TOTAL 

Colleges and universities could 
get federal help in debt retirement 
with the government agreeing to 
pay 25 per cent of the principal 
of long-term bonds issued by in- 
stitutions to finance housing, 
academic or other educational 
facilities. 

The federal payments would be 
limited to half a billion dollars, 
or 25 per cent of the total con- 
struction cost of two billions in 
the college program. 

A total of three billions was 
figured for the public school pro- 
gram, for a grand total of five 
billions. 

MURRAY SPONSORED BILL 

The total cost to the federal gov- 
ernment, spread over 25 years or 
so, was estimated at 2% billion 
dollars.

After 65-Death Crash 


NEW YORK (#—The federal government Monday ordered lim- 
ited bad weather landings by the new Electra jet-prop airliners. 
The safety restrictions—expected to be only temporary—followed last 
week’s East River crash that cost 65 lives. 


Nationally, for the time being, 
the cloud ceilings for such flights 
were raised 600 feet and visibility 
requirements doubled, This was 
intended to give pilots more lee- 
way in landings when they come 
off instruments and into open 
weather. 


UNDERSHOT FIELD 

“We're happy to cooperate,” 
said a spokesman for American 
Airlines, whose Electra flight 320 
crashed into the river last Tues- 
day night when it undershot La- 
Guardia Field. There were only 
eight survivors. 


“It may put a crimp in our 
New York-Chicago Electra sched- 
ules,” the AA spokesman added. 
“At this time of year, some flights 
that could operate under normal 
conditions will have to be 
canceled.” 


The restrictions also apply to 
Electra jet-props flown by East- 
ern Air Lines. 


NEW AGENCY 


The new safety limits were set 
by the Federal Aviation Agency, 
the new over-all government regu- 
latory agency for commercial air 
operations. 


“The restrictions are tempo- 
rary, voluntary on the part of the 
airlines, and the airlines have ac- 
cepted the restrictions so that the 
order is in force now,” the FAA 
said. 

The FAA is directing the inves- 
tigation into the East River crash. 
Thus far, there has been no in- 
dication as to why the plane 
plunged into the river in bad 
weather just short of LaGuardia. 


If it eventually is determined 


that weather was not a factor in 
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the disaster, the restrictions pre- 
sumably will be softened or re- 
moved. The FAA said they will 
remain in effect while the probe 
is going on. 


Flight 320 began its landing on 
instruments, with a ceiling of be- 
tween 300 and 400 feet and -visibil- 
ity of about two miles. The fed- 
erally regulated limits at the time 
were a 400 feet ceiling and one 
mile visibility.

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West Stands Firm 


On Berlin Position 


Back in Washington after confer- 


ences with British, French and West Ger- 
man leaders on the German problem and 
Russia’s threat to turn over control of 
Berlin to the East German Reds on May 
27, Secretary of State Dulles says there 
has been no basic change in the stand that 
the Western position in Berlin will be 
maintained. 

The secretary also said that the West 
still is in general agreement as to proce- 
dures to. be followed if “physical means” 
are invoked to interfere with that posi- 


‘tion. Last week he hinted that force would 


be met with force and that there would 
be no backdown in Berlin. 

At the same time, Dulles leaves the 
door open for negotiations with the So- 
viets in a sincere effort to reach agree- 
ments. It is Moscow’s responsibility 
whether there is to be risk of war over 
Berlin. 

Essentially that leaves the situation 
unchanged. The West’s stand remains the 
same. There has been no announced 
changes of policy by the Soviet Union 
either. This leaves the issue of Berlin a 
potential crisis which could lead to war 
if Moscow wishes it. 

Britain’s Prime Minister Macmillan 
plans a trip to Moscow this month to seek 
“some basis of better understanding.” 
Meanwhile, Khrushchev continues his bit- 
ter attacks on the United States. 

The Russians themselves hold the key 
to improved relations. Unless they are 
willing to state frankly what it is they 
want and what basis there is for nego- 
tiations, better relations cannot be 
achieved. We cannot accept bullying as 
groundwork for negotiations nor lies as a 
substitute for honest dealings. 

In the meantime, Soviet leaders con- 
tinue efforts ~to frighten the United 
States and our Western allies that they 
have achieved decisive superiority in 
missiles. They thus have attempted to 
divide the Western powers while refus- 
ing acceptable agreements on any of the 
basic tensions. 

This business of stronger and strong- 
er threats and pressures, coupled with 
talk of ending the cold war, obviously 
is intended to harass the West into mak- 
ing major concessions over Berlin and 
West Germany. 

Mutual concessions from both sides 
might set the stage for negotiations lead- 
ing to a peace treaty for Germany. Mos- 
cow must know, as Dulles again has 
made clear, that the West cannot and will 
not surrender its position. Use of force at 
Berlin could bring war.

Boosts Fluoridation 


Children’s Dental Health Week is un- 
der way with strong statements from 
leaders in our state endorsing fluoridation 
of water supplies as a way to better 
teeth. 

Dr. Thomas F, Sellers, skate health di- 
rector, has reiterated the position the 
State Board of Health has held since 
1950—fluoridation is a safe, practical and 
effective health measure, the benefits of 
which have been proved again and again. 

Among most recent evidence is that in 
Philadelphia. 

There, examinations among children 
in the first, third and seventh grades of 
the parochial schools showed a 61 per 
cent reduction in four years in the num- 
ber of permanent teeth requiring .extrac- 
tions. 

Appraising the evidence, the head of 
dental services for the schools attributed 
the reduction in teeth pulled to (1) the 
dental corrective program of the health 
department and (2) the effect of the 
Philadelphia fluoridation program. 

In Georgia 773,213 persons in 61 com- 
munities are Wenefiting directly or in- 
directly from fluoridation. 

But not those in the state’s largest city. 

Here, as in some other places, as Dr. 
Sellers points out, “nonscientific minority 
groups” have thus far blocked fluorida- 
ti6n.

Too Late To Modify 
Unit System In justice? 


Those legislators who originally had 


considered supporting a move for modifi- 
cation of the county unit system to make 
it have at least some minor semblance to 
the electoral college seem to have dropped 
the idea. 


This is regrettable. There is no real de- 
fense for continuing this extreme injustice. 
The people of Fulton County and of other 
large urban counties largely are disfran- 


chised. They have little voice in election ' 


of governors and state officials. They 
have no more in the election of federal 
representatives. 


Georgia is the only state with this 
iniquitous system. The argument it would 
give cities control loses validity by a mere 
look at our sister states. It certainly can- 
not be’claimed that the system gives us 
better or more honest government. The 
contrary is true. The unit system makes 
it possible for corruption to thrive. 


Those who were’to have sought relief 
now say they will wait since the Supreme 
Court likely will kill the system anyhow. 


It should be pointed out that had the 
South not waited during the years of the 
separate-but-equal doctrine, the 1954 
school decision might not have come. 
There was no equality in schools or in 
public facilities. The NAACP makes the 
claim that no moves-were made by the 
South to give voting rights or other priv- 
ileges to the Negro until federal pressure 
was applied. This is difficult to refute. 


Is it good sense for the state to con- 
tinue an injustice such as the unit system 
and wait for federal pressure to remove 
it? 

Isn’t this the time to do in the Gen- 
eral Assembly what Sen.

The possibility of Fulton County’s 
probe into state government irregulari- 
ties becoming crippled because of lack of 
funds is quite disturbing. 


Scandals as great as that uncovered 
in the Revenue Department could be 
brought to light, according to Special 
Prosecutor Paul Cadenhead, if sufficient 
money were available for investigative 
work. 


That, together with results already 
produced in the probe, should be incentive 
enough for providing the means whereby 
the work can continue.

Georgia’s Russell Makes

The Senate committee hearings on missile ‘development and 
the military budget are giving the country much cause for concern, 
but Sen. Symington of Missouri is not, in our judgment, helping to 
clarify the issues.

He and Phillips met 
while serving time at the Kilby 
Prison near Montgomery, Ala.

The Phillips’ trial will resume 
at 9 a.m. Tuesday in DeKalb 
Superior Court, with Judge Hub- 
ert presiding.

Faubus’ Bill 
Asks Grants 
To Students 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (UPI)— 
Gov. Orval Faubus revealed Mon- 
day the latest gambit in his fight 
against integration, a proposed 
state law to give state money to 
students who don’t want to attend 
integrated schools. 


Faubus said a bill to make such 
a law would be introduced this 
week in the Arkansas Legislature. 
He predicted it could not be over- 
turned by any court. 


Faubus said that under the plan 
any student could receive a direct 
grant from the state to use for 
educational purposes. The money 
could be spent for public or pri- 
vate schools.

South’s Battle

Forum Told

at an Emory University forum 


“But the South always has been 


ing,” the president, James M. 
Dabbs, who is a South Carolina 
planter and author, added. Dabbs 
was one of two speakers at the 
forum, an event of the annual 
Brotherhood Week at Emory. 

In presenting a ‘‘skéleton argu- 
ment in favor of desegregation,” 
Dabbs. said the South insists on 
the term ‘integration’ because it 
is a better ‘fighting term.’ 
Dabbs said desegregation would 
improve four situations: the na- 
tional position of the United 
States in the world, the position 
of the South in the nation, the 
Southern situation and the situ- 
ation within the individual South- 
erner. 

The other speaker, Dr. Harry V. 
Richardson, Negro president of 
Gammon Theological Seminary in 
Atlanta, said he would attempt to 
show what desegregation means 
to the Negro. ““The worth of my 
contribution here tonight is that 
I am the problem,” he said, 

“The elimination of segregation 
to some people represents too 
strong a social change—the elim- 
ination of a desirable way of life,’’ 
Dr. Richardson said. “But to the 
Negro it represents in no sense 
an undesirable change, but the 
dawning of a brighter day.” 

Dr. Richardson said segregation, 
to the Negro, is ‘‘a terrible, dead- 
ly tragedy and the only ultimate 
end to the tragedy is the death 
of decent things in the soul. 


“The Negro must get rid of 
segregation or die,” he added.

JERNIGAN EXPLAINS 


Sen. Wallace L. Jernigan of 
Homerville told his colleagues 
Monday he felt the bill failed to 
pass because some of the sena- 
tors didn’t understand it. He 
explained it again. 


Monday’s vote count gave the 
measure a 37-6 victory. 


Sen. Jernigan said the amend- 
ment setting Nov. 15, rather than 
Dec. 31, as the deadline is a 
compromise between the views 
of the House authors of the bill 
and the views of the State Board 
of Education. 


The board aroused considerable 
public protest late last year when 
it ruled that a child would have 
to be 6 by Sept. 1 of the year 
he enters school.

DEBATE LACKING 


There was considerable debate 
on the bill when it was brought 
before the Senate last Thursday.

DeKalb Bill 


Asks Special 
Elections 


DeKalb County’s legislators an- 
nounced Monday they have de- 
cided to “leave it up to the 
voters” who shall fill any vacan- 
cies on the county commission, 
according to Rep. James A. 
Mackay. 


The announcement amounted to 
a major change in position on a 
bill which originally would have 
allowed members of the commis- 
sion to fill any vacancies until 
the next election. 


Rep. Mackay, who said the de- 
cision on the bill was made in a 
five-hour delegation meeting, ex- 
plained that the delegation had 
“received many comments” about 
its plans te let commission mem- 
bers fill vacancies. He said the 
comments indicated citizens “‘pre- 
fer special elections” to fill va- 
cancies. 


Consequently, Mackay said, the 
delegation decided to amend the 
now-introduced bill so as to pro 
vide that in case of a vacancy on 
the commission — unless the va- 
cancy occurs within six months 
of the end of a term—a special 
election will be called. 


Persons elected in this special 
election will serve only ‘until the 
next general election. This will 
have the effect of throwing a new 
election for the vacant seat into 
the next primary, Mackay pointed 
out.

Kissing Disease 
Common in Youth 


The symptoms of infectious 
moponucleosis are fever, some- 
times occurring at irregular in- 
tervals, a sore throat, swelling of 
che giands at the sides of the 
back of the neck, and enlarge- 
ment of a blood-making organ 
called the spleen, which can be 
felt by the doctor when he press- 


es on the upper left side of the 
abdomen. 


The sore throat and the fact 
that this disease occurs in epi- 
demics and perhaps also because 
it is common in the young led to 
the name of “kissing disease.” 
Patients usually notice first a ma- 
laise. This is common in medi- 
cine te describe a condition of 
fatigue, sometimes headache and 
a sensation of just not being up 
to par. 


The diagnosis is accurately 
made by an examination of the 
blood with the finding of a cer- 
tain kind of “socalled lympho- 
cytes (a kind of white cell or leu- 
cocyte) in larger number than is 
normal. This examination dis- 
'tinguishes it from another much 
more serious disease of the blood 
system, acute leukemia. 


The fever and malaise persist 
for one to several weeks and 
are followed usually by a period 
of slight weakness and easy fa- 
tigability. There may be re- 
lapses or recurrences, but the 
outlook for complete recovery is 
almost always good. 


The treatment is like that of 
any other acute infection; bed 
rest, while there is fever, and 
enough subsequent restful leisure 
to regain strength. The swollen 
glands and enlarged spleen may 
persist for some time after the 
symptoms have disappeared. An- 
tibiotics have not been shown to 
be of value, but mouth gargles 
are helpful. 


The disease is temporarily dis- 
abling but, except in a very few 
who develop complications, time 
and care bring complete recov- 
ery. It sometimes keeps the 
young away from their studies 
for a while, but they usually re- 
cover within a reasonable time 
and without any after effects.

Even when a contract appears 
safely in the bag a touch of cau- 
tion is indicated, as South found 
to his dismay in today’s hand. 


That a contract of three no 
trump would have brought a 
greater yield is quite apparent, 
but South feared that a heart 
opening might be damaging, s0 
he chose the minor suit game. 

West led the king of hearts, 
and declarer became complacent 
as the dummy was spread. With 
the normal 3-2 diamond break 
the contract would become as- 
sured, and in the event that dia- 
monds broke unfavorably there 
was still the chance that the king 
of spades would be found with 
West so that the queen would pro- 
vide a parking place for one of 
the losing diamonds. 


Declarer, therefore, drew 
trumps in two rounds and then 
played the ace and 10 of spades. 
West covered with the jack and 
East smothered dummy’s queen. 
East returned the 10 of diamonds 
and when diamonds failed to 
break declarer was obliged to 
give up two tricks in the suit 
and was down one on his con- 
tract. 


Though declarer was a victim 
of a bad break in the cards he 
could nevertheless attribute the 
disaster to his own lack of cau- 
tion. Since a 41 diamond break 
was the thing which could prove 
embarrassing, he should set 
about to improve his chances if 
that distribution exists. 


A strip play is indicated so that 
upon winning the ace of hearts 
declarer should first ruff a heart. 
He then reenters dummy with a 
trump, ruffs out the remaining 
heart and draws the other 
trumps. He has now set the stage 
for a favorable lead, and proper 
technique is to play a low dia- 
mond. In the actual case East 
will win with the 10 and, having 
no more of the suit, will have to 
lead a spade, permitting dummy 
to win with the queen. If East 
should have another diamond and 
returns it, when West follows the 
suit will prove to have broken. 
If West chooses to overtake the 
10 of diamonds he will be forced 
to give declarer a trick with any 
return.

They have 
introduced a bill which will require all Georgia millers to enrich 
flour, meal, grits and any other cereal products they handle. 


Mrs. Helen Bose, dietician of Stone Mountain, told the legisla- 
tors that one out of every 10 Southern families need enriched 
cereals. Georgia patients with niacin deficiency totalled 50,000 
in 1957. 


The dietary deficiency diseases hit poorer people hardest be- 
cause they eat more cereals. Grits are cheaper than steak. Geor- 
gians eat some 70 pounds of corn meal and grits every year as 
compared with a national average of 12 pounds. 


More than half our states now require millers to put back the 
vitamins the milling takes out. The addition does not change the 
taste and is cheap health insurance.

More Atlanta Women 


Than Men Try Suicide 


By JOYCE GEMMILL 

“Atlanta women have the 
edge over men when it comes 
to attempted suicides,” said Lt. 
George H. Christian of the de- 
tective bureau of the Atlanta 
Police Department. He went on 
to say that few women who at- 
tempt suicide intend to carry 
through with it in the first 
place. 


Police records indicate that 
an average of eight women a 
year since 1954 have actually 
committed suicide in Atlanta 
as compared to an average of 
36 suicides a year by men. 


The percentage of suicides is 
also greater among whites than 
Negroes. “‘Most women who 
attempt to take their lives or 
who actually commit suicide 
have‘ high T:Q.’s and are usu- 
ally of a high-strung nature and 
over-sensitive,”” said Lt. Chris- 
tian. 

WANT SYMPATHY 

“The woman who attempts 

suicide with no intention of ac-

pathy and in some cases is the 
victim of temporary insanity.” 
Of .the-.percentage of women 
who actually take their lives by 
their own hand, Lt. Christian 
said that emotional stress plays 
a strong role. 


He cited as an example a 
woman who took a fatal dose of 
ant’ poisoning loaded with ar- 
senic. When rushed to the hos- 
pital for emergency treatment 
the woman accused her hus- 
band of trying to murder her. 
It was later revealed that the 
woman had been suffering ill 
health for a long period of time 
and thinking her husband had 
tired of her, accused him of 
running around with other wom- 
en. After interrogation by Lt. 
Christian the woman finally ad- 
mitted that the ant poison had 
been self - administered and 
cleared her husband from a 
charge of attempted premeditat- 
ed murder. 


What methods does an at- 
tempted suicide resort to? 
“Over-doses of sleeping pills or 
wrist-slashing is a favorite of 
most women,” said Lt. Chris- 
tian. ‘““‘Those who mean busi- 
ness usually use a gun or some 
strong corrosive poisoning. We 
had a case where one woman 
drank a bottle of Lysol.” 


NO LAUGHING MATTER 


While suicide or attempts of 
it is no laughing matter, a rath- 
er amusing story is revealed on 
the Atlanta police blotter. This 
was the case of a man who had 
been arrested 20 times on 
charges of drunkenness. After 
searching him, the police dis- 
covered he always carried a 
razor blade in his shoe. “Why 
do you carry a razor blade in 
your shoe?” asked the judge. 
“Just so’s I can drain the alco- 
hol out of my blood,"’ came the 
answer. 


What happens to attempted 
suicidal cases? “There’s no 
Georgia law against attempted 
suicide” said Lt. Christian. 
“Since we deem it inadvisable 
to keep a victim of attempted 
suicide in jail we try to put 
them in the hands of proper 
medical authorities and contact 
members of the family who will 
be responsible for them.

Faced with predictions of an over-all cotton con- 
sumption decline again this year, National Cotton Coun- 
cil Leaders in Atlanta urged greater efforts in the fields 


lof research and promotion. 


About 1,000 council members, 
attending the 2ist annual conven- 
tion in Atlanta Monday, heard 
M. K. Horne predict a two million 
bale drop in consumption for 
fiscal '58-59. 


Horne, the council’s chief econ- 
omiist from Memphis, Tenn., said 
that while domestic consumption 
points upward, it doesn’t offset a 
sharp drop in the foreign market. 


Speaking earlier, Council Presi- 
dent Harry S. Baker told the 
group that it would take “more 
than a lower price to keep cotton 
competitive.” He said that real 
competition needs are in research 
—to cut costs and produce better 
cotton, and in promotion—to sell 
more cotton to the consumer. 


Baker said that the new farm 
bill price policy does not guaran- 
tee expanded production and con- 


sumption, although indications 
suggest it. 
Principal afternoon speaker 


Dilman M. K. Smith reiterated 
that consumer research and pro- 
motion are vital to sound future 


market research to discover as 
much about the product in rela- 
tion to the consumer as possible. 


“There is, of course, one very 
fundamental reason for manage- 
ment to give increasing attention 
to . . . consumer research,” 
Smith said. ‘The high cost today 
of production and gaining distri- 
bution demands fewer mistakes. 
You can’t afford to go wrong.”

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Water temperatures, more 
than any other factor, govern 
the habits of your favorite 
game fish. It detefmines when 
and™~where they feed and often 
makes the difference between 
full stringers or a trip to the 
fish market. 


Howard Zeller, fisheries biol- 
ogist for the Georgia Game and 
Fish Commission, was talking 
temperatures Monday afternoon. 


“As a general rule our best 
fishing months in Georgia. are 
April, May and June and Septem- 
ber and October, “‘Zeller said. 


“Water temperatures’ these 
months seem to be most suitable 
for the growth of fish. And of 
course they are feeding more 


|' then, accounting for the increase 


in catches. 


“So far as spawning Is con- 
cerned,” Zeller added, “‘bass like 
the water temperature between 
65 and 70 degrees and bream 
do their spawning when it’s 75 
or 80.” 


Five Best 
Months Named 


There is no mistaking the defi- 
nite needs of fish—principally, 
they require oxygen. This vital 
element escapes into the at- 
mosphere as the water warms. 
That’s why summer fishing is 
best at considerable depths and 
at night when the water. has 
cooled. But for daytime angling, 
deeper water contains more 
oxygen and probably more fish. 


To check water temperatures, 
attach a thermometer to a line 
with knots tied at three-foot in- 
tervals. Check the depths until 
you reach the preferred tempera- 
ture. 


When you've determined the 
proper fishing depth, record it 
along with the temperature and 
date. It'll be interesting to match 
the conditions on your next trip 
out.

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MORE THEORY ON DOG SCENT 


... BUT DOGS AIN'T TALKING .

That comment last week on scent as applied 
to humans and hunting animals brought on more 


talk, and helped me glean some 
formation on the subject. One 
of the items handed to me by 
Joe Jones—the Coca-Cola Jones 
—was an old clipping of an out- 
door column by Al Simmons. 
Columnist Simmons was pass- 
ing along a theory by one of his 
readers on why hunting dogs 
are sometimes able to locate 
game, when at other times they 
range the fields and woods as 
aimlessly as if someone had 
cut off their noses. Here's what 
the fellow said about it: 


“The only times our dogs seem to have diffi- 
culty in trailing is in cold weather following a 
warm spell. We believe that when the temper- 
ature of the ground is warmer than the air, scent 


doesn’t stay put, but rises. If the 


as the ground, or warmer, trailing conditions are 


usually good. Warm air, rising 
takes the scent with it. But if the 
the scent holds.”’ 


Not being that kind of a dog, I'll have to with- 
hold any opinion on such a subject. Some of the 
experienced hunting dog owners have told me that 
an animal does not leave its scent just on the 


ground, but on the bushes, grass, 
body touches when it travels. 


That must be true. If you'll watch a hound 
sometimes, when he is casting for a trail, he 
doesn’t confine himself to raw earth, but explores 
every leaf and twig within reach of his nose. Ani- 
mal odor apparently clings to every object it 


touches. 


' 


I once saw a doe deer follow a man trail 
through the woods. This was not in an area where 
the animals had been heavily gunned, but the 
fact that she stayed on the trail couldn't be laid 
to anything but curiosity as to what species of 
varmint had gone through the woods ahead of 
her. It was interesting to watch. She used her 
other senses as well as her nose, and simply 
wasn't going to be caught off guard. Nor did she 
work the ground alone for scent, but every sprig 
* of brush.

All experienced hunters know that there are 
times when dogs are able to strike and trail, or to | 
find birds, better than at other times. And almost | 
everyone has his own pet ideas of why. Some will 
tell you that on a windy day, wind blows the 
scent away. Dry ground may be blamed for a | 
dog’s inability te smell. Rain washes the scent 
fragments off the brush and soaks it into the 
earth. Extreme cold and sour vegetation come in 
for a share of the blame.

They 
say that under these conditions, a hound can stay 
on the track of a bobcat or snowshoe rabbit bet- 
ter than at any other time. There’s a different 
conception down in New Mexico, where we were 
after mountain lions. One hunter swore that the 
worst possible tracking conditions were on a 
“soft day.”’ He proved it, too. We rode through a 
lot of melting days without striking a trail.
